Showdown 
With Moscow 
Necessary

London, Jan, 23 — (/P)— Winston 


Churchill declared today western 
Europe m'ast unite quickly and de- 
mand a showdown with Moscow be- 
fore the Russians develope atomic 
weapons, possibly in a year or so. 


Even an early showdown "would 


not guarantee that war would not 
come," Churchill said, but: 


"I believe it would give the best 
chance of preventing it and, if it 
came, we would have 
the 
best 


chance of coming out of it alive." 


Prime Minister Attlee 
followed 


Churchill and wound up a two-day 
House of Commons deuate on for- 
eign affairs. Attlee counseled a 
careful approach to the idea of a 
western European union, saying it 
should "be done under the larger 
unity of the United Nations." For- 
eign Secretary Bevin had said yes- 
terday the "limp is rinp" fnr ,-rm. 


Washington, Jan. 23 — (ff) —Gen- 
eral Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said 


flatly today: "I am not available 
for and could not accept nomina- 
tion to high political office." 


The army chief of staff's state- 
ment referred to entry of his name 
in the New Hampshire presidential 
primary March 9.

change for the 70,000 square miles 
seized by Russia; (c) the possibil- 
ity of the Big Three uniting in a 
declaration guaranteeing Poland's 
post-war independence and (d) the 
possibility of a U. 3. loan to re- 
habilitate the new Poland. 


Ambassador Harriman 
brought 
me a letter from President Roose- 
velt, after the latter's election, in- 
corporating answers to both notes 
f sent to him. 


"I have constantly in mind the 
problems you are facing in 
your 


endeavors to bring about an equit- 
able and permanent solution of the 
Polish-Soviet difficulties and par- 
ticularly the questions which you 
:aised in your message of October 
," Roosevelt wrote. 
"While I would have preferred to 


postpone the entire question of this

rope, I fully realize your urgent 
desire to receive some indciation of 
the position of the United

government with the least possible 
delay.

"We cannot accept a plan that 


would deprive Poland of not only

and the 'agreement' would, in fact, 
cause tremendous disagreement.
